Washington; D. C., Sept. 17.—[Spe 
cial.]—More than 8,000,000 women and 
girls are now at work throughout the 
United States, census reports show, 
helping the nation’s business dig out 
of economic depression. Success not 
only will be attended by prosperity, 
but will bring 2,000,Q00 additional wom- 
en into employment, it is predicted. 
Drawn into hundreds of thousands 
of positions where women never had 
worked before as a result of the man 
shortage brought on by the war, wom- 
en workers are fighting to retain dur- 
ing peace the importance in industry 
and commerce to which they brought 
unusual talents. 

But nearly 500,000 women who were 
at work a year ago, now are sepa- 
rated from the pay rolls, according to 
one estimate by the labor department.

Strange proceedings, involving a 
milk wagon driver, three eggs, and 
tweive bottles of milk, have created 
what has come to be known among 
night watchmen in the vicinity of the 
public library as “the Mystery of Gar- 
land Court.” | 

An investigator for the council com- 
mittee on living costs witnessed the 
unusual happenings yesterday morn- 
ing and reported them to Secretary 
Russell J. Poole. Watchmen of nearby 
buildings say they have noted the 
peculiar actions of the milk man every 
morning at 6 o'clock for three months. 

What Witnesses Deduce. 
Here are some of the conclusions 
of the watchmen who have seen the 
milkman perform his rites: S 

“He is slipping his best clients an 
eye opener in the.form of an egg nog.” 

“He is adulterating milk.” 

“He is increasing the butter fet 
content of his milk for special friends 
of his.” 

“He is turning skimmed milk into 

These conclusions were drawn from 
observations of the actions of the 
driver whose wagon is No. 405 of the 
Rowman Dairy company. 

What Driver Does. 

The procedure followed Is: 

Driver arrives at 6 a. m. on Gar- 
land court side of the library. He 
stops in middle of the street, breaks 
three eggs in a bottle and shakes it. 
Then dips twelve empty bottles in a 
can of milk with his hands, putting 
in a dash of the egg mixture and cap- 
ping the bottle. Puts bottles in car- 
rier along with others not treated with 
ege mixture and makes deliveries to 
Venetian, Stevens, and other buildings. 

“My guess is that hé is trimming his 
employers by selling skim milk treat- 
ed with eggs,” said Mr. Poole when 
he had read an investigator’s report. 

“The eggs remain at the top of 
the bottle and give the appearance of 
cream, you see. I have asked the 
Bowman company to send the driver 
to my office. We are going to the 
bottom of this mystery.”

MOVE STOP 


Arrests May Follow 
C. A. A. Raid. 


Chicago club life last night was gen- 
erally exhibiting a tendency toward a 
cleanup as far as intoxigating liquors 
were concerned—-the impetus being 
last Friday’s federal raid on ‘rooms in 
the Chicago Athletic association. 
Some of the clubs went so far as to 
serve notice on their members that 
liquor would not be tolerated even 
within a member's private locker. Oth- 
ers made public announcements that 
they were dry and strictly so. A few 
—a very few, and notable among them 
the victim of the federal raid—de- 
clared their belief that among the 
rights of membership was the permis- 
sion to tote a drayload of liquid joy 


inside the club portals if desired. 


Rumors of Raids to Come. 

Federal officiala smiled at some of 

the protestations and preparations. It 
was rumored that search warrants for 
other institutions similar to the Chi- 
cago Athletic.association already had 
been issued. 
Issuance of ten or more warrants 
following Friday's raid for gileged vio- 
lation of the Volstead act was one of | 
the features of the case yesterday. 
Those athletic club members named in 
the warrants were not made public. 

Federal agents who worked on the 
case declared that “Jack” Moran, 
former assistant. state’s attorney, was 
the host’in the room of the club which 
was perhaps better known as “the 
saloon.’ It was there that three cases 
of whisky were found by the officials. 
O. R. Hogtte, mam about town, was 
declared to have invested more than 
$1,500 in liquor. The selling of the 
booze is said to have been intrusted to 
Steward Wilbur J. Lyons. 

Hurt Plans of Dry Agents. 

‘The story of the raid—the premature 
publication of which is said to have 
ruined well. laid plans of federal offi- 
clals to incfiminate numerous alleged 
members of a million dollar whisky 
ring—began to teak out yesterday. 

Patrick Roche, special intelligence 
agent, was called to the club by certain 
disgruntled members and was told of 
numerous drinking bouts jn room 1201. 
Roche made the raid. He promised the 
club officials that there would be ab- 
solutely no publicity over the affair. 

Meanwhile the club officials be- 
gan to issue denials. “There wasn’t 
any raid,” Martin Delaney, manager 
of the club, said. 

“The federal officials were brought 
here by some of the club members. 
The matter has nothing to do with 
the club. It isn’t of club concern. I 
don't believe ‘they will arrest any of 
our members. This talk of. possible 
indictments is all bunk. 

Will Not Alter Rules. 

“ Are we going to change our rules? 
No—we are not. We aren’t crusading 
against our members’ rights. Why 
should I keep a watch to see if a mem. 
ber has booze in his room? That’s up 
to him.” 

Albert Mohr, president of the Chi- 
cago ‘Athletic association, although at 
*+home when called on the telephone by 
a TRIBUNE reporter, refused to answer. 

Other associations—with the excep- 
tion of the Illinois Athletic club, were 
found to be responsive when ap- 
proached .on the question. 

Harry Brunst, manager of the Uni- 
versity club, declared his place was 
“entirely dry.” . 

“JT ‘personally sold’ the last of the 
club’s liquor before prohibition came 
in,” he said. “The directors of the 
club have been very strict in this mat- 
ter, and don’t permit booze. Of course, 
a member may have a bottle in his 
room for all we know, but there isn't 
any hilarity or boisterousness or open 
drinking tolerated around the rooms.” 

Statement from Other Clubs. 

At the Illinois. Athletic club Night 
Clerk Winter refused to make a state- 
ment and refused to give the names of 
any of the officials of the club who 
might be called. 

At the Union league, Hamilton and 
other institutions, statements similar 
to that of the University club were 
given out. All shewed an intensely 
“dry atmosphere. 

An examination of the books of the 
Chicago Athletic association is to be 
made by District Attorney Clyne in 
pursuance of the invetigation of the 
James W. Walsh liquor ring—which is 
said to have included half a dogen of 
the club’s most prominent members. 

Attorney Egan-—since Walsh's ar- 
rest in Detroit—has obtained indict- 
ments against five persons, but has 
sought a sixth. It is believed that this 
sixth man will be apprehended as a re- 
sult of evidence resulting from Fri-

Chief Upsets 


Ku Klux Klan 
Parade Plans 


First officia) action by local author 
ities against the activities of the Ku 
Klux Klan wag taken in Chicago yoo | 
terday. It came in the form of a defi- 
nite declaration from Chief of Police 
Charles Fitzmorrig that parades of 
members of the Klan or other organ- 
izations whose members appear 
masked will not be permitted in Chi- 
cago streets. 

“Reports have reached me that a 
loop parade of clansmen is being 
planned,” the chief said. “No permit 
will be issued for such a parade. 

“If clansmen or other masked per-} 
sons attempt to march, the police will 
break up the parade, roughly if nee- 
essary. Masks are all right in ball- 
rooms, lodges, or in other private 
placts, but they-will not be permitted 


No Application Received. 

The chief stated that no application 
for a permit for a parade of clansmen 
has thus far been made. 

“My attitude toward masked parad- 
ers,” he continued, “ will be that the. 
masks are worn to hide the identity of 
lawbreakers or would be lawbreakers, 
and that it is the duty of the police to 
prevent such gatherings.” 

While the chief was stating his atti- 
tude the Illinois committee of the Na- 
tional Unity council, recently formed to 
fight the klan, was drawing up lines of 
battle at a meeting in the Morrison 
hotel. 

Ex-Gov. Edward F. Dunne, chairman 
of the organization, stated that it was 
growing with the same astonishing ra- 
pidity with which the klan has swept 
the nation. 

Dunne Issues Statement. ~ 

He issued a statement in which he 
denounced the klan, and at the same 
time made known the principal objects 
of the council 

“ Any organization,” the former gov- 
ernor said, “which deliberately adopts 
the name of a society which in past 
history has resorted to the lynch law 
and mob violence and adopts the equip- 
ment nad methods of burglars and 
highwaymen, masks and night riding, 
is dangerous to the community. 

“Any erganization which panders 
to racial or religious hatred and seeks 
to recruit its members from the ranks 
of those imbued with racial or religious 
hatreds, is not truly patriotic or truly 
American. 

Tells Aims of Council. 

“The National Unity council con- 
templates by peaceable means and 
open methods an appeal to the con- 
science and sense of fair play \shich 
exists in the great body of American 
citizenship, to discourage and suppress 
lynch law and violence; to uphuld the 
American courts as the 
for settlement of all public ahd private 
controversies, and to incticate friend- 
ship and gocd will among all classes 
of American citizens in this great cos- 
mopolitan country. - 

“Jt will be open to every -citizen.” 

Many Notables Attend. 

Among those present at the meeting 
were Attorney Clarence 8. Darrow, Col. 
Franklin A. ‘Dennison, Assistant At- 
torney General Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, 
Rabbi Abram Hirschberg, Rabbi Joseph 

tolz, Collestius Ennis, Alfred Decker,’

Attorney Patrick H. O’Donnell, Peter

Attorney O'Donnell in a flery speech 
denounced the klan as an “ absolutely 
un-American institution.” 

Attorney O”’Donnell also urged that 
immediate state and federal action be 
taken against the klan. He urged 
that Attorney General Brundage be 
asked to make an investigatiorl of the 
klan’s activities in Illinois, and that 
a national delegation of the council 
be sent to Washington ta demand gov- 
ernment action in the form of a con- 
gressional inquiry of the kian.

Premier Told. . 


“LONDON, Sept. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—A conference between 
the British cabinet and representatives 
of the Sinn Fein now seems assured. 
Eamon de Valera, the Irish republican 
leader, dispatched a telegram to Prime 
Minister Lioyd George late tonight, 
which apparently cannot fail to achieve 


on the streets. {this result. 


His ymessage was in reply to one 
from the prime minister, which de 
clared firmly the inability of the Brit- 
ish government to meet the Sinn Fein 
plenipotentiaries on the basis that 
they were representatives of an inde- 
pendent nation, and pointing out the 
consequences of such recognition. 

There were hurried consultations 


lin, from which emerged this latest, 
apparently conclusive ngessage declar- 


ish government spokesmen. 


Passes Recognition. 

Mr. de Valera passed over the ques 
tion of recognition as an indepentient 
state and made reference to “ self-rec- 
ognition,” which is considered so far 
outside the terms of international defi- 
nitions that it is hardly expected to 
raise an obstacle to the conference.

START OF “QUEST” 


Shackleton’s Ship Off 
for South Pole. 


BY JOSEPH FREEMAN.

LONDON, Sept. 17.—Thousands of 
men, women, and children, their hearts 
beating high with a sense of romance 
and adventure, crowded along St. 
Katherine's dock, London bridge, and 
Tower bridge this afternoon, cheering 
Sir Ernest Shackleton’'s ship Quest as 
it started on its 30,000 mile expedition 
to antarctic waters. : 


Promptly at 1 o’clock this afternoon 
Sir Ernest gave the order: “ Cast off.” 


The privileged visitors aboard the little 


vessel scooted for shore, a barge lying 


athwart the bow was pushed aside, a 
little weather. beaten tug steamed up, 
fixed tow ropes and, saluting the polar 
adventurer. with a blast from its 
whistle, drew the ship out of the dock 
into the river. 


Thunderous Cheer’ 


As soon as the Quest began moving’ 
the’ 
crowds who. stood perilously close. to 
the edge of the dock on boxes, bales, 

barrels—on anything from which they 

could wave farewell to the gallant 
venturers to the end of the earth. 

Up to the moment of departure 
everybody aboard the Quest was busy 
making last preparations. Sir Ernest, 
too busy to don his naval uniform, like 
the other eighteen members of the ex- 
pedition, hurried dbout deck in an old 


| blue lounge suit, inspecting the load- 


ing of the last stores. The white 
capped crew was bringing on board 
blocks of ice—a curious cargo for a 
polar expedition. 

James Marr, the Aberdeen Roy scout, 
was swabbing the decks, while Nor- 
man Mooney, the Orkney boy scout, 
was a swift little khaki clad figure 
who seemed ‘to fiy all over the ship, 
lending a hand wherever necessary. 

Explorer Tells Hopes. 

Finally cornered by newspaper men, 
Sir Ernest talked in his quiet way: 

“My mind is so full of detail that 
I cannot take a long view at the mo- 
ment or express properly all that I 
feel about this expedition. But when 
the prow cleaves the southern. seas I 
will get back my visich. If we have 
ordinary lucK we should be able 
wrest from the Antarctic region many 
of its grinily held secrets. There are 
vast tracts of land and ice and water 
around the south pole that no one 
knows anything ’about, and in-the two 
years of voyaging and research before 


us it is our hope to make these regions 
more familiar to the world. | 

“If we do all that we hope to do 
this time I will sing my swan song. 
This will be my last trip.’’ 

Sir Ernest laughed and added: 

t is what I say now, but ex- 
ploring is my life and theecall of far 
places gets into the blood. 

“Today we go out loaded with sci- 
entific instruments, but there comes a 
time, even with all our science, when, 
there is nothing between you and God 
but a piece of speedy decision. But 
there is nothing that is worth anything 
unless there is trouble and hardship 
in it. 


Poem His Inspiration. 


“You see those lines which I have 
éngraved below the bridge?” 

He pointed, and we saw chiseled in 
the body of the ship the stirring verses 
of Kipling’s “ If.” 

“Those verses,” said Sir Ernest, 
“are for the young men, but they will 
do for the old ones, too. There may 
come a time when the seas break over 
us and we shall wine ‘the salt water out 
of our eyes to read them. That is why 
I put them there.” 

About an hour and a half before the 
Quest started the union jack, which 
was presented by King George, was 
run up the foremast by the two boy 
scouts. 


Envy Scouts on meni: 


The boys were the two members of 
the crew who were uppermost in the 
minds of the hundreds’of boys lining 
the river, their minds were filled with | 
dreams of voyages in solitary seas and 
of desolate lands. 

The Quest will stop at Plymouth for 
two days to a an eighteen foot cop- 
per plate which will sexve as the earth 
for the whreless equipment. Then the 
ship proceeds, to Madeira, thence to St. 
Paul’s Rock, thence to Trinidad, and 
to Tristan da Cunha, a solitary island 
whose inhabitants will receive mails 
and gifts from the Quest. The Ship, 
will also touch at Gough island, which 
has been visited by an expedition of 
this kind only once before. Cape Town 
will be the base from where the Quest 
will start on its voyage of discovery.

On one 
occasion the same American took away 
the hooks to prevent the ripping of 
more ‘sacks, for which the werkers 
threatened to throw him overboard, 
and then they declared a strike until 
the hooks were returned. 

Capt. Olson said that he was power- 
less to woh let because the ship’s 
crew numbéfed sixteen, while there 
were 150 Russians.

cases of milk remained to be unloaded. 
so they refused to wory. When they

The men appeared to be barely able to 
lift them during ‘the day, and they 
found many excuses for going ashore. 
We noticed that. they had tied their 
trousers fpround their ankles and had 
filled their pants’ legs with rice, 
sugar, cocoa, and flour. Walking along 
the docks we saw tiny streams of su- 
gar, ete., trickling from the holes in 
their trousers. 


“We never had. more than six sol- 
diers for guards, and they stole as 
much as the stevedores. It was diffi- 
cult to be angry with them, for they 
looked to be half starved.”

WASHINGTON CONFERENCE. 


For over sixty years events have been prepar- 
ing the Pacific as a great theater of human action. 
The issue now lies there and not in the Atlantic. 

Fourteen years after Perry’s treaty of 1854 opened 
Japan to American trading the United States 
stepped out beyond its western continental frontier 
and into the : Pacific, acquiring not only Alaska but 

" the Aleutian islands. Dutch Harbor has been con- 
--gidered as a naval base. So has Kiska. It is 2,053 

nautical miles from San Francisco to Dutch Har- 

‘ber. It is 2,533 nautical miles from Dutch Harbor 

«te Yokosuka, Tokio bay. Kiska is about 1,000 miles 
-. from the Kurile islands of Japan. 


.. Fourteen years after Japan had been forced out 


“of isolation the United States had @dvanced its 
_gnorthern Pacific outposts or potential outposts half 
_ way and more across the Pacific. Thirty-one years 

later the United States annexed Hawaii, 2,100 nau- 
- tical miles westward from San Francisco. 

In 1895 Japan had begun to expand. The war 
with China over the control of Korea had been 
fought and Japan had acquired Formosa, consider- 

ably more than half way in the distance from Japan 
to the Philippines. 

Hawati was annexed by the United States in 
July, 1898. Its status was decisively determined 
while we were at avar with Spain. The war with 
Spain gave us in December, 1898, both the Philip- 


_ pines and the island of Guam. Guam is a potential 


naval base of great power. Some experts say it 
‘ean be made thé -Heligoland of the Pacific. It is 
only 1,500 nautical miles from the Philippines, 1,360 
from Yokosuka and 1,465 from Sasebo, : 


The treaty of Portsmouth gave Japan the south- 
ern part of the island of Sakhalin. After the treaty 
of Versailles and during the military occupation of 
Siberia she took the remainder of the island, over 
American protest. | 

In 1904/the United States acquired the Panama 
_ canal zone. Ip 1914 the canal was opened and the 
~ Atlantic and Pacific were joined. In 1914 Japan 
“entered the war against Germany and took the 
German possessions in Kiaochow. It also formally 
eliminated Corean sovereignty and obtained from 
the. ruler the renynciation of his country and 

As the result’ of the secret treaties of the wa bs 
Japan had her occupation’ of -<Shantung confir 
and is in complete economic possession now. She 
also was given mandates over the German islands, 
_north of the equator, in the Pacific. These islands, 
Pelew, the Caroline islands, the Marshall islands 
and the Mariana islands, corfipletely encircle the 
American island of Guam, the potential naval base 
of the American Geet in distant Pacific waters. 

The “dates of these advances and the direction 
of them, both powers considered,. resemble the 
moves of players checking each other. In the 
baldest chronologica] statement of them. there jis 
thie tension of advance and check, check and ad- 
vance. 

’From the time of the ‘soquisition of Alaska until 
‘eno the United States was virtually disarmed at 
sea. It had no ships which could have stood up 
against European ironclads an@ it was not until 
1886 that the first seagoing battleships were author- 
ized by congtess, the Maine’and the Texas. They 
were less than half the size of many European bat- 
tleships. Im 1890 congress authorized the uilding 
of three first. class battleships, the Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts, and Oregon, designed to be the most pow- 
erful ships in the world, but having defects in con- 
struction. The United States was on its way to 


acquire a navy “again and eight years later the} 


new navy was in battle, the year that Hawaii, Guam 

‘and the Philippines were acquired and when the 
American frontiers ‘were pushed out again almost 
to touch Sapan in another quarter. 

In 1914, when Japan went to war to increase its 
possessions, the United States was in alarm, not 
caused by Japan, but caused by Germany. It is 
our curious destiny that what has had its effect in 
the Pacific has had its cause in the Atlantic. 

A Caribbean incident of our history gave us our 
far Pacific outposts; the war against Germany 
- gives us the American fleet in its present stupen- 
dous paper strength. By 1916, America thoroughly 
alarmed, entered upon the building program which, 
little as Americans realize it, has upset the world. 

The projected program calls for completion by 
the year 1923-24 of a fleet of capital ships which 
will contain six of 43,200 tons with twelve 16 inch 
guns, four of 32,600 tons with eight 16 inch guns, 
two of 32,200 tons with twelve 14 inch guns, five 
ovef 31,000 tons, and twelve of lesser tonnage. 
This will give the United States twenty-nine capita! 
ships, all still listed as dreadnaughts, of which ten 
will represent construction completed since 1920. 

The Washington, one of the ten giants, was 
launcHed just the other day.. Hector C. Bywater 
in his book, “‘Sea’ Power ini the Pacific,” says that 
Europe was s0 distracted in the war-that it did not 
appreciate the magnitude of the American under- 
taking and even now concedes that it was prepa. 
ration against a possibly victorious Germany, and 
not for other purposes, Great Britaig now regards 
her sea supremacy as highly questionable and there 
is some indication that she regards it; on paper 
at least, as gone. 

Japan, checking the American moves, has laid 
down a program which will give a fleet of four 
battleships of greater tonnage, and of gun power 
equal to, if not greater, than the heaviest American 
ships. Japan pl-ns to have, by the time the Amet- 
can’ fleet is im @ervice, a fleet of thirteen dread. 
Raughts and ‘ght of the powerful battle 
cruisers ever Possessed by any country, with an 
e&timated displacement of 46,000 tons for four and 
43,500 for the others, with a speed of thirty-three to

asked the admiralty in what relation the Japanese 
navy would stand to the American, when all the 
construction was afloat.. The reply was “ Approxi- 
mately one to two. That is to say that we shall 
be about half as strong in capital ships. That ratio 
would be disturbing but for certain corollary fac- 
tors, such as our superiority in cruisers, our pro- 
t/ portionately larger personnel and our more advan- 
tageous strategical position.” 

The United States has no battle criusers and has 
only six on its program. It has not a sufficient 
personnel and it is at a strategic disadvantage so 
pronounced that it might dncapacitate the fleet. 
The United States fleet has no way of operating 
where Japan might select a theater of war because 
it has no naval bases there. Pearl Harbor, in 


the American interests in the near Pacific, byt it 
cannot be a base for the protection of the Philip- 
pines, over 4,000 miles go the west. 

-Guam can offer a protecting base, but a base is 
not provided at Guam. Vice Admiral Niblack has 
figured out that if a fleet consisting of thirty battle- 
ships, twenty cruisers, forty destroyers, twenty col- 
ljers, three supply ships, and a fleet repair ship | 
went from Panama to the Philippines in the most 
leisurely fashion by way of Magdalena Bay, Hono- 
lulu and Guam, it would consume 242,200 tons of 
coal and have only 6,800 tons remaining when it 
arrived.’ It would be virtually out of commission, 
That is one thing the Japanese admiralty means 
by “ more advantageous strategical position.” 

The United States and Japan have been in a 
tense conflict for the mastery of the Pacific ever 
since the United States acquired Hawaii. That 
particularly aroused Japanese distrust. The back- 
ground of the struggle is as plainly marked as 
ever any background of war was marked. The full 
consciousness of the American people is not in- 
volved and the administrative direction of Ameri- 
can moves is not considerate of consequences. 
Probably it cannot be ina republic. 

A Japanese strategical advantage is that the 
Japanese consciousness is involv and the imperial 
direction is wholly considerate. The neglect of 
Guam and the retention of the Philippines indi- 
cates the American exposure Yo consequences. The 
Dottling up of Guam by the acquiring of the Ger- 
man islands reveals Japanese strategy. 

We thrust out half blinal@ into the far Pacific 
and intervene in China and Siberia and we build 
a navy which is a terrible threat on paper, but we 
do not provide for the operation of the navy. 
‘Japan’ builds a smaller navy, but one which the. 
admiralty is not in a“ dangerous ratio.”

From the most reliable statistics available it is 
calculated that 350,000 persons will be out of employ- 
ment in Chicago during the coming winter and a 
still larger number downstate if effective” measures 
are not taken to provide work. The Chicago organi- 
zation takes the correct stand when it declares that 
public charity can never hope to take care of the 
situation the coming winter and that public employ- 
ment is the only alternative, It is figured that these 
bond issues will keep 350,000 men employed until June 
1, 1922, when, it is hoped, the industrial depression) 
will have passed its climax and there will be i 8 
work for all.

HE t English authority, Tred- 
, thinks we waste a lot of 
money trying to educate people 
who cannot be educated: Further- 
more, we waste money educating some 
people unnecessarily, ‘Finally, we do 
some hain educating some people who 
‘ should not be educated. 

Many people cannot be educated be- 
cause they have not the necessary men- 
tality. Tredgold says the degree of edu- 
cability yaries in different individuals 
and in the main this difference is ix.born. 
A marked lessening of educability is 
pathological. .A tendency in this direc- 


’ tion tends to be born in families. » 


Of course, there are children who can- 
not be educated because of physical de- 
fects. Tredgolkd has not those children 
in mind, because a moderate amount of 
attention makes them educable. He has 
in mind morons and dullards, most of 
whom were born that way because one 
or both of their parents were born that 
way. To educate children of this group 


to prepare them for the work which they 


best investments a state can make. To 
try to educate them up-to the eighth 
grade or through high school or until of 
a certain age as fixed standards is waste- 
ful. 


If a person is définitely anti-social, a 
criminal by instinct, a definite enemy of 
society, we do harm by educating him 
because we increase his power for harm. 
Some of the personality, character, and 
behavior types are as fixed in their anti- 
social attitudes as are the morons in 
their mental limitations. 

In spite of Tredgold’s firm conviction 
that educability is in the main a matter 
of inheritance, he holds that people of 
some capacity may increase their educa- 
bility by exercise of mind, and that such 
exercise of mind through generations 
will eventually stamp the strain with 
greater possibilities in the line of edu- 
cability. In other werds,. while inheri- 
e greater factor in educabil- 
ity, envirOnment has some influence, and 
that environment kept up for a few gen- 
erations has considerable influence.

THE LAW ON PANAMA CANAL 
TOLLS. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 10.—The sen- 
ate has agreed to vote on Senator Borah’s 
bill to exempt American coastwise ship- 
ping from Panama canal tolls qn Oct. 10, 
1921. i 

‘It ts to gh, almost to sneer, at the 
abysmal “ignorance of the erudite sen- 
The .sen- 
ate has, legally, no more power to modify 
the tolls of the Panama cana) in favor 
of any special tefest than has the 
sultan of Sulu of the big chief of the 
island of Yap. 


The proof: 
Congress passed the Seockey act June 


President to acquire the French conces- 
sion for the Panama canal. The conces 
sion was acquired May, 1904. 


Article XIV. of the French concession, 
as binding today as when granted in 
1878, says: “In order to indemnify the 
grantees. for the construction, main- 
tenance, and working expenses incurred 
by them, they shall have, during the 
whole’ yeriod of the privilege, the -ex- 
clusive right to establish and collect for 
the passage of the canal and its ports the 
dues for lighthouses, navigation anchor- 
age, transit, repairs, pilotdage, towage, 
haulage, storage, and moorage, according 
to the tariff which they may issue and 
which they may modify at any time un- 
der the following express conditions: 
First—They shall collect these dues 
without any exceptional favor from all 
vessels in like circumstances.” 


Thus speaks the organic and ps Ft 
law of th Panama canal. Senator 
Borah’s bill is an outlaw, a mongrel 
maverick roaming the senate range with- 
out brand or pedigree ; without the sanc- 


nal law. It is born of the indolent as- 
mption that United States is sovereign 
on the Canal Zone. If Senator Borah will 
examine the Wyse concession and the 
Hay-Buneau Varilla trpgaty, he will find 
that Uncle Sam is a concessionaire, with 
certain sovereign privileges contingent 
upon the payment of $250,000 annuallv 
for the grant of said privileges. 

Any exemptions from Panama canal 
tolls must, in the first instance, be ne- 
gotiated by the President of the United 
States and the Republig of Panama.

‘ One point that has been pretty thor- 
oughly “covered” concerning this re- 
cent Wilson-Downey bout is thst 
neither scrappér is possessed of the 
class we ought to have for champion- 
ship caliber in the middleweight ranks. 
That Wilson is the titleholder and 
that Downey is a contender is possible 
simply because there isn’t any compe- 
tiflon.that is worth talking about. 

But aside from that point, we might 
tell of ring bouts in the thousands in 
which the performers qaren’t really as 
skillful as Wilson and Downey and 
in which they turned out real honest- 
to-goodness contests, the sort that the 
fans -like to watch. The Cleveland 
bout between Wilson and Downey

He was a tall, slight, 
andsome kid, with melancholy brown 
eyes that got hfm the immediate con- 
fidence of every one he met—and espe- 
cially the ladies. He looked like any- 
thing in the world but a fighter. 


Foxy Trick on 
. One day McCoy was kicked off a 


freight train. He had been thrown 
off before, but be hadn’t been kicked. 
He picked himself up and told the 
man.chased him. McCoy ran. But 
he didn’t run to get away. 

When the big brakeman slowed up 
McCoy stopped. When McCoy stopped 
the brakeman renewed the. chase. 
When they were some distance from 
the train and the brakeman was wind- 
ed McCoy suddenly turned and went 
at him like a wildcat.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—[Spe- 
cial. ]—Prospects of an early settlement 
of relations with Mexico have been ren- 
dered less promising by reports just 
received regarding the Mexican Su- 
preme court’s recent oil decree. 

First reports received in Washington 
were to the effect that article 27 of the 
constitution of 1917 was not retro- 
active. 

The effect of this decision as it was 
then interpreted was to make article 
27 nonretroactive, so that oil and min- 
ing properties acquired prior to 1917 
were not subject to confiscation. 

This decision by the Mexican §Su- 
preme court was hailed with satisfac- 
ition in Washington. It was regarded 
as disposing of the chief obstacle in 


Many close observers 
viewed it as the forerunner of the 
early resumption of formal diplomatic 
relations. | 

According to more recent reports, 
however, the decree ix so conditioned 
as to make it much less satisfactory.

RE is a turn in the affairs of every 
town which at one time or another re- 
solves itself into a necessity for the 

purchase, erection, and dedication of a monu- | 
ment. 

Shabby and unsung indeed is the village 
which never to itself has said, “‘ We must put 
‘up a shaft in the publife square to com- 
memorate the brave deeds of our boys,” etc. 


‘ After the war of the rebellion there was 
an epidemic of bronze, marble, and granite 
memorializing through the nation, especially 
through the reconstructed south, which _ 
sneaked over a few sentiments on village 
tablets that make illuminating reading for 
@ mortherner whew cherishes an illusion that 
Dixie was thoroughly licked. Many of the 
village tablets are downright defiant and 
stand today, proclaiming that their brave 
lads fought for: their states (not for the 
United States) and for their convictions, and 
died as heroes and patriots, not rebels. No 
harm at that. But it shows that the in- 
scription on a monument is an epilogue to 
a historic event and reflects sentiments not 
always in keeping with the findings of bird’s- 
eye historians. 


The north, too, laid a flock of monuments 
after the civil war, each community glorify- 
ing its local martyrs. Only the larger towns 
had@ surplus left to idolize in statuary the 
more famous heroes, those belonging to an 
entire nation, like Grant, Sheridan, ahd Lin- 
colin. The little burggs had all they could do 
to scrape up enough for sergeants, cor- 
porals, and privates of.the district. 


The monumental aftermath of the great 
Buropean war has not yet come into its 
high peak of development. There are prob- 
ably a thousand and one movements in the 
process at this hour, however. And it is 
about one of these that we shall speak in 
these columns, erected to the memory of 
boys.”

On 
silks use alcohol or dilute citric acid 
solution and revive the coler of the 
place where the stain was by brushing 
with chloroform. Tartaric acid diluted 
30 times, or oxalic ten times, may be 
used instead of the citric acid. 


Varnish.

_ Carbontetrachloride or benzine will 


remove varnish stains. For red varnish 
staind mix together carbontetrachlor- 
ide one part, acetic ether one part, and 
rectified fusel oil pata.

Soak a frés stain with turpentine 
and wash. If once boiled in, the stain 
cannot be removed. 


Veils. 


For white and light colored veils, 


' Wash in blood warm soap water, rinse 


in cold water, blue) starch, and beat

' time to time. Rinse black and colored 


veils in soda water to remove the dirt, 
then in pure water, and last in gum 
arabic water'to crisp them. Clap them 
half dry between the hands, and then 
hang up to dry. Mourning veils and 
crépe should be cleaned in benzine. 


Velvets. 

The most important thing is to brush 
and beat well first, softly but thorough- 
ly, between the hands. Or put on a 
soft foundation and beat with an ordi- 
nary beater, following with a wire 
brush. Always brush in the direction 
of the nap. If. velvet. is not to be 
totally immersed in benaime use a soft 
sponge in the leaning, and do not let 
it get too damp. Stains on velvet of 
oil, paint, tar, ete., which will not yield 
to ether or chloroform, are covered 
with butter or lard and put aside for 


with benzine. 

The most usual trouble with velvets 
is from rain and crushing. Foz this the 
velvet must be steamed. Professionals 
use a steaming board. At home you 
will — content yourself with the 
smal ace of an electric iron. Cover 
it with felt and then a linen cloth so 
the velvet does not get too wet. Keep 
the felt wet, and move the damaged 
Places slowly over the iron, not letting 
th rest. First use a nai] brush to 
work out the crushed effect and then a 
soft brush to eradicate the gloss and 
the former brush marks. When all 
is done, you can equalize the work by 
hanging the garment in the bathroom 
which is filled with steam from the 
hot water. Fill out the sleeves well 
with paper before doing this. 

Silk velvets should be sponged after 
dry cleaning with 4 solution of acetic 
acid. White silk velvets are frequently 
best cleaned by wet washing and 
bleaching and then steaming to restore 
the newness to the nap. 

To clean cotton velvets soak them in 
a weak lukewarm soda bath, and rinse 
in two warm waters. If the materia} 
is white, bleaching improves it. Brush 
on a steam board.and dry. When it is 
dificult on accougt of the size of the 
velvey to steam it properly at home, it | 
fa better to dry clean it. Often-it is

In several instances there seems to be no relation between the price of 
books and either their intrinsit literary worth or the cost of their manufacture.

Doubleday & Page have reduced the price of their autumn issues of 
novels from $2 to $1.75. The Scribners did the same with their issues of cur-

Scientists have worked out a test that is not ony reliable, when handled 
by men who are able to administer it, but is so practical. and inexpensive 
that it is in reach of every dairyman. Some sanitary experts are free to say 
that it is not only dangerous but the height of folly for milk to ‘be sold from 
any cows except those have been given the tuberculin test and found 
free from the disease. They do not believe there is any excuse for dairymen 
keeping diseased animals in their herds, because most of them know how easily 
this disease is transmitted not only to other cattle but to man. 

Since the knowledge of this disease has been s@ widely spread during the 
last few years and the ways and means of eradicating it have been so generally 
demonstrated, government men find there are comparatively few people who 
are opposed to regulating -im tuberculous live stock.

Wisconsin, one of the greatest dairy states in the whole country, ‘ie toe 
active in tuberculosis eradication work for many years, but even there among 
that group of progressive dairymen some difficulties are met at the opening 
of cleanup campaigns in a few of the countiés. Clergymen have been called 
upon on Sundays to explain the work. It has been difficult to explain the 
eradication work to some of the foreign born settlers who own herds, but as 
soon as they understand they codperate freely, govefpment veterinarians say. 

The dairyman’s herd is tested free where it is submitted to be handled by 
government officials under the accredited herd plan, and indemnity is paid by 
most states. Either grades or ptire breds may be tested under this plan. All 
the dairyman has to do is to write to his state veterinarian for an application 
blank. 

In Illinois epplications are sent to Dr. A. F. Larrd, state veterinarian, 
Springfield, Il, or to the bureau of animal industry, tubercalosis eradication 
division, 316 Exchange building,*Union Stockyards,‘Chicago.

Federal and State Indemnities. 


For cowe'that reatt to the tubsrculin-test tn thé owner recelves an 
indemnity from the government and the state. The federal government pays 
one-third of the difference between the appraised value and the salvage derived 
from the tubercular animal. There ds a limit of $25 on grades and $50 on pure 
breds. The government plan is uniform in forty-five states, but the indemnity 
paid by states carries. In Illinois the state pays the same indemnity as the ward
